New York, Dec. 11. 

The Soviet Union is be- 
lievec. to have withhcld all 
economic aid from Com- 
munist China for the past 
three months, Columbia 
Broadcasting System cor- 
respondent Marvin Kalb 
reported today from Mos- 
cow. 

“It is believed,” he re- 
ported, “that within the 
past three months no So- 
viet aid has been carmarked 
for China at all, disrupting 
an cconomic oid pattern 
dating back to 1950 when 
Moscow and Poking first 
algned their ald agreement. 

“This is thought. to. be 
the result of a steady wor- 
rsening in relations between 
Russia and Olina... . 
‘Whothor this rupture in aid 
and tridc foreshadows & 
rupture in dlplomatio rela- 
tlons similar to Muasla’s 
break with Albania, is still 
tao spon to toll’-—UFI.

Says Krokodil: “For two days 
she was getting acquainted with 
her new surroundings and her 
future colleagues. On the third 
day Vasily Vasilievich, the 
directur of the school, told her 
gently, bul guite firmly, to put 
on a pair of shoes instead of the 
sandals she was wearing be- 
eause ‘Nobody wears = such 
sandals here. And you are a 
teacher. You shouldn't set a 
bad example ‘to others. People 
will notice and object. . . ." 

“Natasha was very surprised, 
but did not argue.
